He  had  experienced  the  special 
salvation  attendant  on  the  Ijclief  that  God 
was  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  and  for  tlius 
believing — for  h«wni<r  in  the  resurrection  of 
all  niett — he  suflered  reproach,  or  was  call¬ 
ed  in  question.  Like  liim  we  are  “every 
where  sjwken  against”  for  proclaiming  the 
testimony  of  our  common  Head  and  Divine 
MiLster,  that  in  the  resurrection  all  are  equal 
unto  the  angels— neither  can  they  die  any 
more — and  arc  tho  children  of  God,  Iwing 
the  chifdccn  of  the  resurrection.  But  we

One  has  been  taken  out  of  the  loved  circle  of 
faini'/  and  friends,  and  this  blessed  ho|)e 
of  the  glorious  Gos|)e1,  the  remembrance  of 
her  many  virtues,  the  pleasures  of  your  post 
conversation  witli  her,  and  the  consciousness 
that  to  her  you  were  the  kind,  dutiful  and 
attentive  relatives  and  friends,  is  all  that  is 
left  to  console  you  lor  her  absence.  Words 
of  consolation  seem  now  but  the  mockery 
of  your  grief — but  you  will  permit  me  to 
recommend,  for  your  own  sakes,  for  the 
sake  of  tlu»sc  she  has  left  to  your  car(%  and 
for  the  sake  of  society,  that  you  strive  to 
moderate  your  griefs.  “  Mourn  not  as  those 
without  hope.''  To  the  streams  of  mercy 
and  the  rivers  of  consolation  which  unend¬ 
ingly  flow  from  the  Rock  of  Ages,  I  so¬ 
lemnly  entreat  you  to  repair,  and  there  to 
abide,  lor  comfort  in  your  afllietion.  There 
I  invite  all  to  repair,  to  arm  them  agai:ist 
the  days  of  trial  and  of  trouble,  that  humani¬ 
ty  may  withstand  the  attacks  of  atfliction 
and  of  death,  conquering  over  both  even  us 
it  falls  before  them. 

The  dead  has  gone  from  (contests  of  care 
and  toil,  to  crowns  of  glory — in  the  full  frui¬ 
tion  of  unalloyed  and  unending  bliss,  the 
cares  of  life  and  the  pains  of  deatli  can  dim 
her  eye  and  cloud  her  soul  no  mo,*e.  W here 
the  song  of  Muses  and  the  I.amb  is  chanted 
by  the  happy  myriads  of  the  resuriei  tion 
world,  sorrow  has  no  entrance,  and  love, 
and  peace,  and  blissful  joy  reign  imiversully 
triumphant  forever  and  ever.

To  the  several  Churches  and  Societies  believing 
with  us  the  most  precious  truth,  that  God  is 
the  Saviour  of  all  met.,  and  tu  all  mankind, 
wherever  this  Epistle  may  come — the  Phil¬ 
adelphia  Association  tenders  salutations  of 
peace  and  good  will : 

Respcried  and  Eelornl  Brc/ArcitwTbrough  the 
never-tailing  goodness  of  God,  we  have  enjoyed 
.another  happy  meeting  of  our  infant  body.  \Ve 
look  lip  to  the  Father  of  our  spirits  with  heart¬ 
felt  gr.atitude,  that  he  hath  been  ploa.«(Hl,  thus 
fiir,  to  preserve  our  lives,  and  to  crown  our  im- 
perteet  exertions  to  build  up  spiritual  Zion  in 
these  regions,  with  abundant  succ<»3.  Hither¬ 
to  liatii  the  Lord  helped  us ;  yea,  and  we  firmly 
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belKTe  he  will  continue  to  help  us.  Great,  in- 
ileed,  hatli  been  our  prosperity  since  tlie  forma¬ 
tion  oftlns  Association ;  thus  clearly  evincing  to

will  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  our  .Minutes, 
reconinieiided  a  meeting  of  the  Universalists  of 
this  State,  in  May  next,  fur  such  a  purpose. 

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  say,  that  the 
societies  in  fellowship  with  this  Association  en¬ 
joy  unusual  prosperity ;  and  that  in  many  pla¬ 
ces  witliin  the  limits  of  this  Association,  where 
no  societies  have  as  yet  been  fiiriiied,  the  goud 
and  glorious  cause  of  Universalism  is  fast  guin- 
ing  ground.

of  liberal  Cliristiuii  principles  among  the  people, 
arc  continually  saluting  our  cars  and  gladdening 
our  hearts.  To  our  friends,  who,  from  various 
sections  of  the  country  are  continually  sending 
forth  the  Alacedonian  cry  of,  “  come  over  and 
help  us,”  wc  would  say,  brethren,  form  your¬ 
selves  into  societies  where  such  is  not  airc.ady 
the  case,  and  make  suitable  provision,  accord¬ 
ing  to  your  means,  to  minister  to  the  temporal 
necessities  of  tliose  who  may  visit  you.  With¬ 
out  this  you  cannot  reasonably  expect  to  enjoy 
the  stated  labors  uf  the  Gospel  ministry.  It 
should  he  recollected,  that  ‘‘  the  laliorer  is  wor¬ 
thy  of  his  hire;”  and  that  “ho  who  preach¬ 
es  the  Gospel,  should  live  by  the  Gaspel.” —

VISIT  TO  THE  NORTH. 

Having  received  several  very  urgent  solicita¬ 
tions  to  visit  the  south  part  of  JefTcrson  eoiinty, 
and  |)rcach  a  lew  lectures  in  jilaces  where  our 
friends  h:ive  not  been  fivorial,  for  some  time 
past,  with  the  preached  Gospel,  we  letl  home 
for  that  purpose  on  .Monday  evening,  tlie  17th 
nil.,  hy  stiige,  and  arrived  at  .\dams  on  Tiie.sday 
evening,  where  we  were  cordially  rceoiveil  and 
heartily  welcomed,  with  all  tlie  generous  hos- 
[litality,  for  which  our  friends  here  are  so  justly 
distiiigiiislied.  Here  we  tarrieil  till  Wednesday 
allcrnoon,  when  we  were  obliged  to  leave  f)r 
tiic  purjiosc  of  meeting  an  appointment  fur  an 
evoniii"  lecture  at  Bidlville,  si.\  miles  distant. 
.\t  I’ellville  wo  were  welcomed  with  every  de- 
munstratiun  of  the  warmest  friendshij)  and  af- 
leetiun,  and  delivered  a  lecture  in  the  Baptist 
Church  (which  was  kindly  opened  flir  our  rc- 
ce]ition)  to  an  ovc.  llow  iug  and  devoutly  atten¬ 
tive  congregation  ;  and  >ve  had  every  assurance 
that  the  seed  le!l  on  good  ground.  (_)n  Thurs¬ 
day  we  proceeded  to  Henderson,  where  reside 
.a  nniiiher  of  long  tried  and  fiithful  believers  in 
the  faith  of  .Vbraham,  and  delivered  two  dis- 
coiirstrs — aflciiioon  and  evening — to  a  very  re¬ 
spectable  congregation.  Here  vve  had  the  plea¬ 
sure  of  meeting  witli  our  esteemed  Br.  F.  .Alorsc 
and  his  lady,  vvlio  wa  re  provideiitially  at  this 
place,  on  a  visit  to  the  house  of  his  futher-iii- 
law,  Maj,  Porter,  with  vv  hoin  vve  tarried  for 
the  night.  Bo.sidos  Br.  .M.,  we  were  also  hon¬ 
ored  w  ilh  the  presence  of  Rev.  Mr.  Weeks, 
who  with  truly  catholic  liberality,  though  of 
aiiulher denomination,  attended,  and  took  apart 
in  both  service.s,  and  seemed  highly  pleased 
with  the  interview.  On  Friday,  after  taking 
leave  of  onr  kind  friends  at  Henderson,  we  re¬ 
turned  to  Adams,  and  delivered  two  discourses 
— afternoon  and  evening — in  the  Methodist 
t’hiirch,  to  a  full  and  very  attentive  congrega¬ 
tion.  We  were  pleased  here  to  learn  that  the 
.Mi  thodist  clergyman  attended  one  of  the  lec¬ 
tures,  and  witli  laudable  liheralitv,  ciicouraired 
the  meinhers  of  his  churcli  to  attend  likewise, 
many  of  whom  availed  themselves  of  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  hearing  the  doctrine  of  impartial 
and  I'llicient  grace  jiroclainicd  for  all  mankind. 
.■\nd  although  .Mr.  Hart,  the  Presbyterian  cler¬ 
gyman,  had  warned  all  his  elnircli  to  beware, 
and  by  no  means  attend  to  hear  so  dreadful  a 
iloi-trinc,  .as  that  wliich  teaclies  that  God  “  will 
have  oil  men  to  ho  .saved,”  yet  vve  nndcr.«tntid 
a  few  of  tliem  ventured  out;  and  wc  have  not 
Ic  trued  ih.at  they  received  the  least  harm.  On 
.Saturilay  we.  went  to  Smilhvilic,  and  lectured  af¬ 
ternoon  and  evening,  to  an  iittnntivc  and  (though 
net  large,  yet)  respectable  audience.
